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INTRODUCTION 


The Research and Program Evaluation Inventory for 1987-88 is a compilation of research and program 
evaluation studies that were conducted in a variety of settings within the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services (MCSS) and within various social service agencies. Information on these studies was solicited from 97 
MCSS offices and 667 social service agencies, facilities and Ontario-wide associations. 


Studies were included in the Inventory if: 

° they were funded internally by MCSS, conducted by a social service agency which is funded by MCSS, 
or funded by means of a transfer payment grant; 

° they were in progress at some point during the 1987/88 fiscal year (April 1, 1987 - March 31, 1988); 

° a final report was produced or expected; and 

° they could be categorized as research and program evaluation and used one or more of the following 
types of data: client case records, program/agency records, psychometric tests, laboratory tests, 
structured observation, video recordings, literature review, community forums/focus groups, 
questionnaires or interviews. 


Not included in the Inventory were: operational and program reviews, strategic plans, policy papers, and 
annual reports of Ministry and Agency programs. 


The Inventory is divided into seven chapters. Six chapters contain studies that correspond to MCSS’s six policy 
and program areas. Chapter seven contains studies that involve Ministry-wide issues. 


The first six chapters are as follows: 


(1) Children’s Services - includes policy and program development for all children’s programs other than 
Child Care delivered by the Ministry. In particular these programs include: Child Welfare, Child 
Treatment, Child and Family Intervention, Adoptions and Young Offenders Programs. 


(2) Elderly Services - includes policy and program development for both residential and community 
support programs for elderly persons as well as programs related to social justice concerns such as 
advocacy, guardianship, and elder abuse. Specific program responsibilities include Municipal and 
Charitable Homes for the Aged, Supported Community Residential Alternatives, Elderly Persons 
Centres, Home Support Services, Homemakers and Nurses Services, Integrated Homemaker Program 
and Alzheimer Community Program. The Branch also has the mandate to develop a new Community 
Services Act. 

(3) Services for Disabled Persons - involves policy and program development related to services for 
those who have physical, developmental, sensory or cognitive disabilities. 


(4) Income Maintenance - involves policy and program development relating to long-term and short-term 
financial assistance to persons in need, e.g. the Family Benefits and General Welfare programs. 


(5) Child Care - involves policy and program development and legislation pertinent to informal child care 
in private homes and formal child care provided by municipalities and charitable organizations. 


(6) Family Support - includes policy and program development relating to issues such as: employment 
initiatives, family violence, women’s issues, emergency meals and shelters, hostels, counselling, ex- 
psychiatric patients, alcoholics and ex-offenders (half-way houses). 


We wish to express our thanks to all those whose contributions made the Inventory possible. Since the 
Inventory is on a data base, we will be able to respond to requests from Inventory users. We would appreciate 
any comments, ideas or suggestions which would enable us to improve the Inventory.

An Experimental Investigation of Teaching Social Problem-Solving Skills Including a 
Computer Simulation

Anxiety and Depression in Prepubertal Children: A Pilot Study

Child Sexual Abuse and Adolescent Self-Concept 


An MCSS research study managed by Thistletown Regional Centre, David Factor investigating. Objectives: 
To examine the relationship between sexual abuse during childhood and self-concept in adolescence as 
measured by the Piers-Harris Children's Self-Concept Scale. Twenty sexually abused females were matched for 
age and academic level with 20 non-sexually abused females, and their scores on the Piers-Harris Scale were 
compared. Results: The sexually abused group demonstrated a significantly lower score (t=-3.88, p< 0.0004) 
on the Piers-Harris Self Concept Scale compared to the non-abused group. One of the six self-concept 
dimensions, “Popularity”, was found to be significantly negatively correlated (r=-0.47, p<0.05) with length of 
sexual abuse.

Children’s Mental Health in the Portuguese Community: A Preliminary Study 


A research study under the auspices of Earlscourt Child and Family Centre, Debra Pepler, York University, 
investigating. Objectives: To: (1) assess perceptions of mental health needs and services for Portuguese families 
in Metropolitan Toronto; (2) assess the effectiveness and appropriateness of past interventions with Portuguese 
children and their families referred to Earlscourt; (3) develop a Portuguese language test battery for research into 
the prevalence of emotional and behavioural disorders in children; and (4) assess the Portuguese translation of the 
Child Behaviour Checklist for clinical and research use.

CBCL differentiated clinical and non-clinical Portuguese children on behaviour problems but not on social 
competence.

Risk Factors in Alzheimer’s Disease

and increased red cell catalase as compared to those with no symptoms. (2) Down’s syndrome patients with 
Alzheimer’s disease have a significantly higher titre of thyroid antimicrosomal autoantibodies and a 
significantly lower thyroid hormone level (T3) than matched controls, whereas Down’s patients without 
Alzheimer’s disease have a significantly higher titre of antithyroglobulin autoantibody and a significantly 
lower T3 level. These results suggest that autoimmunity and thyroid malfunction may play a role in the 
development of Alzheimer’s disease in Down’s syndrome patients. (3) In the case of a large family with multiple 
cases of Alzheimer’s disease, we have estimated that those with the variant chromosome 22 have a four-fold 
risk of developing Alzheimer’s. The family that was studied was not large enough to permit a more precise 
estimate of this risk. The probability is 0.05 that the association of Alzheimer’s disease and this variant 
chromosome is due to chance.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Research and Program Evaluation Inventory for 1988-89 is a compilation of research and program evaluation 
studies that were conducted in a variety of settings within the Ministry of Community and Social Services (MCSS) 
and within various social service agencies. Information on these studies was solicited from 319 MCSS offices and 
159 social service agencies, facilities and Ontario-wide associations. 


Studies were included in the Inventory if: 

. they were funded internally by MCSS, conducted by a social service agency which is funded by MCSS, 
or funded by means of a transfer payment grant; 
they were in progress at some point during the 1988\89 fiscal year (April 1, 1988 - March 31, 1989); 
a final report was produced or expected; and 
they could be categorized as research and program evaluation and used one or more of the following 
types of data: client case records, program/agency records, psychometric tests, laboratory tests, structured 
observation, video recordings, literature review, community forums/focus groups, questionnaires or 
interviews. 


Not included in the Inventory were: operational reviews, strategic plans, policy papers, and annual reports of Ministry 
and Agency programs. 


The Inventory is divided into seven chapters. Six chapters contain studies that correspond to MCSS’s six policy and 
program areas. Chapter seven contains studies that involve Ministry-wide issues. 


The first six chapters are as follows: 
(dd) Children’s Services - includes policy and program development for all children’s programs, other than 


Child Care, delivered by the Ministry. In particular these programs include: Child Welfare, Child 
Treatment, Child and Family Intervention, Adoptions and Young Offenders Programs. 


(2) Elderly Services - includes policy and program development for both residential and community support 
| programs for elderly persons as well as programs related to social justice concerns such as advocacy, 
guardianship, and elder abuse. Specific program responsibilities include Municipal and Charitable 
Homes for the Aged, Supported Community Residential Alternatives, Elderly Persons Centres, Home 
Support Services, Homemakers and Nurses Services, Integrated Homemaker Program and Alzheimer 
Community Program. The Branch also has the mandate to develop a new Community Services Act. 


(3) Services for Disabled Persons - involves policy and program development related to services for those 
who have physical, developmental, sensory or cognitive disabilities. 


(4) Income Maintenance - involves policy and program development relating to long-term and short-term 
: financial assistance to persons in need, e.g. the Family Benefits and General Welfare programs. 


(5) Child Care - involves policy and program development and legislation pertinent to informal child care 
in private homes and formal child care provided by municipalities and charitable organizations. 


(6) Family Support - includes policy and program development relating to issues such as: employment 
initiatives, family violence, women’s issues, emergency meals and shelters, hostels, counselling, ex- 
psychiatric patients, alcoholics and ex-offenders (half-way houses).
